Your Committee havê not attempted to examine into or pass upon the technical details of the 
insurance business, but they have made such examination of the administrative and operating de­ 
partment* at the time at their disposal would permit.

It was visited by a num­ 
ber of persons who noted tho charac­ 
ter of the performance and noted 
nothing vulgar or loud. There were 
moving pictures and other features 
but no dancing. 'The case was called 
before {Squiro Reid Monday but was 
continued till .10 a. m. Thursday. It 
now appears that the question of 
Sunday theatres or no Sunday thea­ 
tres is to be settled if possible and 
the matter will doubtless be fought 
er to a final issue. Tho ordinance 
on the question is as follows and is 
taken from the general ordinances 
f the city and is in the part relating 
to Sunday observance. 
There arc 
three sections but the first is the one 
especially bearing on this question; 


“Section 1—Whoever disturbs tho 
peace and good order of .society by 
labor (work of necessity and charity 
xeepted), or Uy any amusement or 
diversion on Sunday, shall' be fined 
not less than twenty-five nor more 
than two hundred dollars. This sec 
tiou shall tt6t he construed to pre- 
eut watermen and railroad eompan 
ies from lauding their passengers, or 
atermen from landing their cargoes, 
or ferrymen from carrying over the 
water travelers and, persons moving 
their families, on the first day of the 
week, nor provent the duo exercise of 
the rights of conscience by whomever 
thinks proper to keep any day as 
Sabbath.” 


The advocates of no Sunday thea 
res claim they wih move for a more 
tringnnt ordinance should the one 
«•cited fail to accomplish tho object 
desired, for it is evident the sentiment 
f the majority of the tax payers 
is against this ‘form 
of 
Sunday 
amusement and as tho aldermen have 
xpressed themselves the same way 
t is thoug|it there would be no dif­ 
ficulty in getting- a suitable ordinance 
passed should the present one' seem 
insufficient.
